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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Registration 

A  student  may  register  at  his  convenience  at  the  oflice  of  the  Registrar 
in  Hurst  Hall  at  any  time  after  September  1  by  filing  a  travel  plan  approved 
by  the  student's  faculty  advisor,  the  necessary  general  registration  forms, 
and  paying  the  fees  at  the  office  of  the  bursar. 

General  Registration  will  be  held  in  Clendenen  Gymnasium  as  follows: 

Freshmen—    Monday,  September  20,  1:30-5:00  P.M. 

Tuesday,   September  21,   9:00-12:00  A.M. 
Seniors—  Tuesday,  September  21,  1:30-5:00  P.M. 

Juniors—         Wednesday,  September  22,  9:00-12:00  A.M. 
Sophomores — Wednesday,  September  22,  1:30-5:00  P.M. 

Students  in  the  evening  division  may  register  in  Hurst  Hall  beginning 
Monday,  September  9,  from  9:00  A.M.  to  7:00  P.M.  and  on  Saturdays,  from 
9:00  A.M.  to  1:00  P.M. 

Tuition 

The  inclusive  tuition  fee  for  the  fall  and  spring  sessions  is  $500,  payable 
in  advance,  $250  in  the  fall  session  and  $250  in  the  spring  session.  The 
tuition  is  applicable  to  all  students  carrying  12  or  more  credit  hours  of 
course  work.  A  student  carrying  more  than  17  credit  hours  pays  a  fee  of 
$15  for  each  extra  hour  so  carried. 

Fees  for  Part-Time  Students 

The  fee  for  students  carrying  less  than  12  credit  hours  is  $15  for  each 
credit  hour  taken. 

In  studio  art  courses  an  additional  fee,  determined  by  the  instructor,  is 
assessed  for  models. 

Deferred  Payment 

Student  accounts  are  due  and  payable  in  full  for  each  session  at  the  time 
of  registration.  For  the  convenience  of  students  and  their  parents  who 
prefer  to  pay  the  fees  in  installments  during  the  academic  year,  the  College 
offers  a  plan  of  deferred  payment.  Students  and  their  parents  electing  to 
take  advantage  of  this  plan  make  application  to  the  Treasurer  on  a  form  pro- 
vided for  the  purpose,  pay  a  deferment  fee  of  $5  a  session,  execute  a  promise 
to  pay  the  fees  in  full  for  the  entire  session,  and  arrange  to  discharge  each 
session's  obligation  in  three  installments.  When  a  payment  is  not  met  accord- 
ing to  the  terms  of  the  arrangement,  the  student's  registration  is  automatically 
cancelled.     Reinstatement  requires  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  $2. 

The  Trustees  of  the  University  reserve  the  right  to  make  such  changes  in 
fees  and  other  costs  as  any  occasion  may  make  necessary  and  to  make  such 
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changes  applicable  to  students  at  present  matriculated  in  the  University  as 
well  as  to  new  students. 

Honor   Pledge 

A  student  by  the  act  of  enrollment  accepts  the  regulations  and  traditions 
of  the  College  and  binds  himself  to  this  honor  pledge: 

/  hereby  expressly  agree  to  and  accept  the  regulations  of  the  College 
and  bind  myself  in  honor  to  cooperate  ivith  its  trustees,  faculty,  admin- 
istrative officers,  and  my  fellow  students,  and  to  maintain  standards  of 
scholarship,  conduct,  and  loyalty  which  promote  the  welfare  of  The 
American  University. 

General   Exercises    Applicable    to   All   Students 

The  College,  recognizing  the  religious  ideals  of  the  founders  of  the  Uni- 
versity and  the  importance  of  religious  inspiration  in  everyday  living,  con- 
ducts a  weekly  chapel  service  as  a  part  of  its  tradition.  The  chapel  programs 
incorporate  the  seasons  of  the  Christian  year.  Chapel  attendance  is  required 
of  all  students.  The  College  wishes  students  to  take  note  of  this  fact  in  en- 
rolling in  The  American  University.  A  student  is  allowed  three  absences 
during  a  session.  According  to  an  announced  schedule  each  class  in  turn 
monthly  is  absent  from  chapel  to  attend  a  class  meeting,  attendance  at  which 
is  required. 

The  chapel  service  is  held  in  Metropolitan  Memorial  each  Thursday  at 
11:30  A.M. 

General  Colloquiums 

Freshmen  and  Sophomores  are  required  to  attend  the  general  colloquium 
sessions  held  on  the  first  Thursday  evening  of  each  month,  beginning  in 
November,  from  7:30  to  9:00  P.M.  The  sessions  are  informal  discussion 
groups  of  students  and  faculty  members  meeting  to  think  through  the  rela- 
tionship of  courses  being  taken  and  to  tie  together  trunkline  ideas. 

Integrating  Seminars 

Juniors  and  Seniors  are  required  to  attend  the  integrating  seminar  sessions 
held  on  the  first  Thursday  evening  of  each  month  from  7:30  to  9:00  P.M. 
The  sessions  are  meetings  of  students  with  their  major  professors  to  pursue 
in  detail  and  to  unify  the  implication  of  the  concentration  studies. 

A  full-time  student  of  the  College  may  not  register  for  any  course  offered 
in  any  division  of  the  University  on  a  Thursday  evening. 

Optional   Independent   Study   Opportunities 
Junior   Reading   Project 

The  Junior  Reading  Project  provides  opportunity  for  a  student  to  plan 
an  independent  campaign  of  study  to  be  pursued  under  the  direction  of  an 
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instructor.  Forms  for  electing  the  Junior  Reading  Project  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Dean.  A  student  must  elect  the  Project  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall 
session  and  continue  it  through  the  spring  session,  the  Project  being  a  two 
session  unit  and  counting  for  one  credit  hour. 

Senior   Problem  Analysis 

The  Senior  Problem  Analysis  provides  opportunity  for  a  student  who 
has  completed  the  Junior  Reading  Project  with  distinction  to  pursue  further 
independent  study  and  research  under  the  direction  of  an  instructor.  Forms 
for  electing  the  Senior  Problem  Analysis  may  be  obtained  from  the  Dean. 
A  student  must  elect  the  Problem  at  the  beginning  of  the  fall  session  and 
continue  it  through  the  spring  session,  the  Problem  Analysis  being  a  two 
session  unit  and  counting  for  two  credit  hours. 

Washington  Semester 

In  cooperation  with  Allegheny  College,  Birmingham-Southern  College, 
the  College  of  Wooster,  Denison  College,  Dickinson  College,  Hamline  Uni- 
versity. Hiram  College,  Lindenwood  College,  Oberlin  College,  Transylvania 
College,  and  Westminster  College,  The  American  University  provides  an 
opportunity  for  junior  year  students  some  in  the  fall  session  and  some  in 
the  spring  session,  to  join  the  Washington  Semester,  a  program  of  advanced 
independent  work  in  the  \^  ashington  Scene  conducted  bv  the  School  of 
Social  Sciences  and  Public  Affairs.  A  student  should  normally  express 
his  interest  in  the  program  in  the  sophomore  year.  Students  interested  in 
joining  the  Washington  Semester  must  present  themselves  to  Professor  Harold 
Davis,  chairman  of  the  Department  of  History  and  Government,  for  con- 
ference and  recommendation.

University  apartments  for  married  students: 

1  bedroom $26.50  to  $40.00  a  month 

2  bedrooms $36.00  a  month 

A  student  may  not  continue  occupancy  of  an  apartment  when  not  registered 
for  fulltime  work  in  any  session.     Apartments  must  be  vacated  within  four 
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days  after  a  student  is  graduated  or  ceases  to  be  in  fulltime  attendance  in 
the  University. 

For  students  in  the  residence  halls,  but  not  the  apartments,  the  University 
provides  as  a  part  of  the  residence  fee  two  sheets  at  the  beginning  of  each 
session,  one  fresh  sheet  each  week,  one  pillow  case  a  week,  two  towels 
a  week,  and  the  laundry  service  for  these  items. 

Students  supply  their  own  blankets,  study  lamps,  waste  baskets,  hangers, 
scatter  rugs,  and  such  easy  chairs  as  they  may  wish. 

Residence  hall  seasons  correspond  with  the  seasons  of  the  College  as  sched- 
uled on  the  calendar.  During  the  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas  vacation 
periods  the  residence  halls  are  officially  closed.  Students  may  not  reside 
on  the  campus  during  such  periods  without  the  special  permission  of  the 
Dean  of  Women  and  during  the  Christmas  holiday  without  the  payment  of 
a  special  fee. 

Dining  Room 

All  students  residing  on  the  campus  as  a  condition  of  such  residence  are 
required  to  take  their  meals  in  the  College  Dining  Room.  The  fee  for  meals 
during  the  fall  session  is  $135  for  breakfast,  lunch  and  dinner,  Monday- 
through  Friday  inclusive.  The  dining  room  is  open  on  Saturdays  and  Sun- 
day, except  Sunday  evening.  Meals  on  week-end  days  are  paid  for  by  the 
student  at  the  time  of  service.
